His wheat opera- 
tions in the seventies extended over two 
years and, while promising at first, 
finally proved disastrous. Nobody failed. 
The money simply dwindled down, and 
when the oaah wheat had been liquidat- 
ed Keene '§ fortune was gone. There 
were some spectacular features. W. T. 
Haker. when in Paris recently, was 
shown a cablegram by one of the great 
French graiu 




it up to the point of clos 
influenced Keene to halt in it. The op- 
portunity disappeared from that mo- 
ment. Nobody knew it at the time, but 
all chances of success of Keene disap- 
peared with the loss of that sale. 

To find a successful wheat corner oue 
must go back to 1888. It was in Sep- 
tember of that year Hutchinson put the 
price to fi a bushel. There were less 
than 8,000,000 bushels of contract grain 
in Chicago on tho last day of that 
month. Hutchinson began his purchase 
around 80 cents, 15 centi higher than 
the point where Letter began. Septem- 
ber was around 95 cents on tho first and 
at |3 on tho last day of the month. The 
deal was kept very dark until the last 
week. Then the screws were applied 
unmercifully. 

Tho collupse of the Harper deal the 
year previous had made every one in- 
credulous of a successful manipulation. 
This skepticism helped Hutchinson more 
than any tiling else. Out I tho prioo 
WM off to $1.02. That there was merit 
iu tho situation was showu by the ad- 
vance later without any help to 11.20. 

No oue has ever owned as much wheat 
as Cudahy did in 1883. His line at one 
time was 28,000,000 bushols. That was 
when Pardridgo was short at least 15,- 
000,000 bushels. There have never been 
such titanic risks as were assumed in 
thut campaign. Cudahy, by a supreme 
effort, ouo day— April 12— put tho May 
prico to 00 cents. 

Pururidgo'H fori one was in tho bal- 
ance Cudahy succeeded in forcing 
0,000. 000 bushels shorts to settle. Par- 
dridgo hold out, however. The whole 
wurld was selling wheat Cudahy had 
to iibandou the campaign.
